Bigtime Politicos Took Over 
In Belated Boom ' for 
'Ike'

The beginning of the Eisenhower- 


for-President boom was heartfelt 
and spontaneous. 
Scarcely since 


Washington's time had there boon 
such a surge of popular enthusiasm 
Jpr a leader. It overrode party 
lines, and the rigid political ma"- 
chmcry within those lines. Most 
Eisenhower supporters didn't seem 
to care which ticket the general ran 
on. so long as he ran. 


But General Eisenhower turned 


down the bid for his own good rea- 
sons 
It was graceful, polite re- 


fusal, but it was definite. The ma- 
jority of the funeral's backers ac- 
cepted it reluctantly, but also with 
the conviction that it was honest 
and sincere. 


Then came the belated Eisen- 


liower-for-Presidpnt boom by 
the 


professional politicians. This, too 
seemed a sincere and heartfelt bid 
to General Eisenhower to recon- 
sider his refusal. But its very sin- 
cerity was unflattering. And if there 
was any doubt remaining in lh^ 
general's mind, 
this 
professional 


boom must have settled it once and 
for all. 


For the boom was a bid for vic- 


tory at any price. 
The southern 


politicians clearly wanted a man 
who was not committed to a "civil 
rights" program, though they had 
scant reason for believing 
that 


General Eisenhower would dedicate 
himself to preserving the present 
racial-political setup in the south. 


The bosses from th-j big nor- 


thern cities were as obviously in- 
terested 
in 
self-protection. They 


had been having some disquieting 
dreams 
of defeat —defeat 
thai 


would mean loss of seats in national 
and state legislatures, loss of state 
and local patronage, and conse- 
quent loss of personal power. 


In short, the professional politi- 
cians wanted a winner. 


If General MacArthur or Admiral 


Nimitz or some other war hero had 
excited a similar popular enthusi- 
asm, 
they certainly would have 


gone for any one of them. And the

Upsurge in 
Steel Prices 
to Be Felt 
Pittsburgh, July 22 — 
—The 


nation's sieel industry is following 
the pattern of the U. S. Steel Corp. 
— boosting wages and he prices 
of its products. 


The developments are 
coming 


iust as fast as the industry's statis- 
licians can figure what prices they 
feel the steelmakers must get for 
their 
products. 


Just how soon the public will 


.earn how much more it will have 
to pay for the hundreds of items 
produced from steel in problemat- 
cal. One thing is certain: Price 
advances will follow — all along 
the line. 


Some steel companies have an- 


nounced wage boosts, others have 
revealed price increases for their 
3roducts — some have done both. 
It will take at least a few more 
days to bring the picture into bal- 
ance. 


U. S. Steel gave the tipoff on 


what .was coming when it granted 
an average 13 cent hourly boost to 
ts 170,000 production workers, all 
nembers of the CIO United Steel- 
workers. Another 100,000 salaried 
workers got comparable boosts— 
and the remainder of the steel in- 
dustry is doing the same thing. 


"Big 
Steel" said 
it had been 


forced to give up its fight against 
nflalipn by cutting prices and at- 
tempting to stabilize wages. The
